JUST THINKING 

by the Features Ed. 

Last week an article appeared in this section of the Failt-Ye which left us 
vith the question - what are we all doing hanging around on this revolving ball of 
rock? Foi' those of you \yha ^te worried that this type of article is going to 
ievelop into a series - it isn't . It's just that the writer has been expending much 
static in the attic recently trying to arrive at some sort of solution, and wishes to 
ol down some of her more laborious thoughts before they leak out or get all mixed 
ip with the price theory or national income concepts. 

To put it briefly, one of man^s specific occupations seems to be purposeful 
:hange through thought. He is most truly alive when he thinks. Thus, it looks like 
me of our primary tasks is to think, to learn, and then to pass on this knowledge. 

Thinking is everyone's business. So much of our life is spent on solving 
problems to avoid immediate pitfalls or to bring immediate profit, so much of our 
raining is aimed at bringing "practical" effects - buying, selling, cooking, furnish- 
rig, investing, and so on, and we obtain such worthy results from this purposeful 
•lanning, that we forget the rewards of pure contemplation, (such as becoming 
onfused). We get so that we can't see the forest for the trees, and things lose 
heir perspective. We don't see 'Vhole" - we see our own little limited world, our 
wn wishes, prides, moods, preoccupations. 

"Here were decent, godless people: 
Their only monument the asphalt road 
And a thousand lost golf balls . " 

There will always be those who will attempt to control thought. They find 
ne single explanation of the world, one system of thought and action that they think 
'ill cover everything, and then they try to impose that on all thinking people. It 
3 pleasant to find some teaching which seems to satisfy all our wonder and to 
nswer all our questions. Most people accept one of these closed systems of belief- 
ut surely no single philosophy or faith can be absolutely true, or it would have 
onquered all its rivals ! ? 

It seems that, although thought is vital to our lives ^ it can never reach far 
nough. We may walk in humility through a great university library^ gazing at the 
^ousands and thousands of books that no one person could possibly read, and we may 
ish that we had more time, that we might read them. But it is all inadequate. The 
ooks are full of knowledge. The books are valuable « But everyone knows that they 
re incomplete. All the work of the mind is inadequate. In understanding the world, 
lives and ourselves, we must look further. "Much experience, " it is said, "much

science, and then promptly.passes beyond and forgets them. 

WcHsworth sums it up pretty well in these lines: 



"1 have felt 
A presence that disturbs me with the joy 
Of elevated thoughts; a sense sublime 
Of something far more deeply interfused. 
Whose dwelling is the light of setting suns. 
And the blue sky, and in the mind of man: 
A motion and a spirit that impels 
All thinking things . . . " 



And in another poem: 



•To me, the meanest flower that blows can give 
Thoughts that do often lie too deep for tears . 

We are told that wisdom and goodness are not the same, and that the truths of 
religion are not to be apprehended by reason. Again and again we ^^'8/ ^^^^J'^ 
by some complication of logic, to reduce ethics to a legal formula, and aboliBh the 
absurdities of religion. Then, as Browning's priest says: 

"Just when we're safest, there's a sunset touch, 
. . . somebody's death. 

And that's enough for fifty hopes and fears" 

Obviously there are some things that can be understood, some things 
be guessed, but all cannot be known. Nevertheless, it is up to us, the students in 
universities, to "keep the mind of humanity alive". We must remember what Ulysse 
told his crew: 

"Consider well the seed from which you grew: 
You were not formed to live like animals 
But rather to pursue virtue and knowledge. "
